Alabama becoming a state. 
The traveling exhibit will 
tour all 67 of Alabama’s 
counties, offering up to 
three-week engagements in 
each host community. 

The exhibit is set to 
open in Coffee County at 
the National Security 
Conference Center in 
Elba from Wednesday, 
July 4, through 
Wednesday, July 25. 

“We are honored to get to 
host this exhibit in Coffee 
County,” said Chamber 
executive director Sandy 
Bynum. “This is a signifi- 
cant event for our state and 
for the Bicentennial cele- 
bration. We look forward to 
the opening in Montgomery 
in March and Coffee 
County’s participation July 
4-25 at the National 
Security Insurance 
Conference Center.” 

Visitors will read about 
Alabama history and cul- 
ture, they will hear, see and 
feel examples of it through 
use of audio clips and photo 
collages — new artwork 
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covers and so on. The goal 
is for ‘Making Alabama’ to 
excite interest in Alabama 
history, reflect its rich 
diversity of cultures and get 
people thinking about the 
future. 

The exhibit features eight 
periods of history that 
defined Alabama as a state, 
stories behind people, 
places and culture that 
made a difference in 
Alabama, exhibits created 
by host communities, 
Alabama-made documen-

There is exciting news 
for schools in Alabama. As 
you probably know, the 
Alabama Department of 
Education has now imple- 
mented a school grading 
system that allows families 
and communities to see just 
how well their local 
schools are performing. 

Anyone can log on to 
ALSDE.edu to find an 
easy-to-understand A-F let- 
ter grade for their local 
schools along with infor- 
mation about how students 
are progressing in impor- 
tant areas like math, read- 
ing and college and career 
readiness. 

Why is that exciting? 
Because our state education 
system hasn’t had a simple 
way to measure success in 
a long time. And, after a 
state law was enacted six 
years ago to compel the 
Alabama Department of 
Education to create a letter 
grade system for schools, it 
has finally been imple- 
mented. 

Imagine for a moment if 
ObamaCare or the recently 
passed tax cuts took six 
years to implement. 


It shouldn’t surprise any- 
one that many schools in 
the state didn’t receive stel- 
lar grades. Overall, 
Alabama got a “C.” 

That’s not fun news to be 
confronted with, but at 
least now we know. And, 
knowing the truth about 
how schools are really per- 
forming is the first step to 
making them better. 

For the first time in a 
long time, parents, teach- 
ers, principals and commu- 
nity leaders can be on the 
same page about how their 
local schools are serving 
students.

exactly how their children’s 
schools were really per- 
forming, they began 
demanding better. And 
nothing - not campaign 
promises from 
politicians or the 
best intentions of 
education officials 
- nothing is more 
powerful toward 
spurring real 
change at the local 
level than 
informed and 
determined _ par- 
ents. 

An _ unexpected 


You might hear a lot of 
carping from some school 
officials about this 
change.The move toward 
publishing schools’ letter 
grade report cards has irked 
many in the education 
establishment who say 
school performance is too 
complicated and not easy to 
decipher on a A-B-C-D-F 
grade scale. 

Funny, I once tried that 
same excuse when my 
report cards came out. 

In fairness, school offi- 
cials are probably right that 
scoring school perform- 
ance isn’t easy, And, I don’t 
blame some in the educa- 
tion establishment for 
being super defensive. 

Talk of suffering school 
performance invariably 
leads to calls to clean 
house, and that’s not 
always fair. However, don’t 
parents and _ taxpayers 
deserve to know the truth 
about public school per- 
formance? And, how better 
to simply communicate 
performance than this uni- 
versally understood code? 

To complain about the 
grading system is to miss 
the point entirely. A grade 
gives you a starting point 
from which the real work 
of improving education can 
begin. 

‘Perhaps now ‘parents, 
principals, and community 
leaders can now start hay- 
ing long-overdue conversa- 
tions about the local 
schools - whether they are 
properly funded and what 
can be done to improve 
them. Thomas Rains, Vice 
President of the A+ 
Education Partnership put 
it this way in a recent op- 
ed: “For parents, the letter 
grades offer an opportunity 
to ask educators: What can 
1 do to help my child learn? 
What can I do to help the 
school serve its students 
well? For community mem- 
bers, ask yourself and ask 
your local school: What 
can I do to help make sure 
every child in my communi- 
ty is supported and goes to 
school prepared to learn? 
What role can I play to help 
all students in my commu- 
nity become ready for real 
life when they graduate?” 


At least one Alabama 
city is seeing the report 
card for the positive oppor- 
tunity it is, and it might sur- 
prise you to learn which 
one. 

After receiving a disap- 
pointing SDE for 
Birmingham City Schools, 
Superintendent Lisa 
Herring and Mayor Randall 
Woodfin didn’t complain 
about the grading system or 
offer excuses. Instead, they 
stood in locked-arm soli- 
darity and took the bad 
grade as a call to action.

Hunters’ help needed to keep Chronic 
Wasting Disease out of state of Alabama 


The Alabama 
Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources reminds hunters 
that a regulation prohibiting 
the importation to Alabama 
of whole carcasses and cer- 
tain body parts of any deer 
from a Chronic Wasting 
Disease-positive state now 
includes Mississippi. 

The Mississippi 
Department of Wildlife, 
Fisheries and Parks recent- 
ly announced that a deer in 
that state has tested positive 
for CWD. A portion of 
Mississippi is open to deer 
hunting through Feb. 15. 

Because the most likely 
way of CWD being intro- 
duced to Alabama _ is 
through transportation, it 
has been illegal for decades 
for live deer to be imported 
into Alabama. To further 
combat the potential threat 
of the introduction of CWD 
into Alabama, prohibition 
of the importation of whole 
carcasses and certain body 
parts of deer from any 
CWD-positive state was 
implemented in 2016. 

Parts that may be legally 
imported, to , Alabama 
include, . completely

deboned meat; cleaned 
skull plates with attached 
antlers, if no visible brain 
or spinal cord tissue is pres- 
ent; upper canine teeth, if 
no root structure or other 
soft tissue is present; and 
finished taxidermy prod- 
ucts or tanned hides. 

CWD is a fatal neurolog- 
ical disease of white-tailed 
deer and other deer species, 
including mule deer, elk 
and moose. The disease 
is infectious, communica- 
ble, and always fatal for 
white-tailed deer. 

Citizens can assist the 
Division of Wildlife and 
Freshwater Fisheries with 
its CWD monitoring pro- 
gram by reporting any ille- 
gal transport of live deer or 
elk on Alabama’s roads and 
highways. Call the 
Operation Game Watch line 
immediately at 1-800-272- 
4263 if you see live deer or 
elk being transported in 
Alabama. 

Deer infected with CWD 
will behave abnormally, 
often showing little of their 
normal wariness or fear of 
humans.

Craig Pittman, a Florida 
environmental journalist, 
investigative reporter and 
author who is a Troy gradu- 
ate, will speak Monday, 
Feb. 19, at Troy 
University’s annual jour- 
nalism symposium.

The antidote for this is found in Ephesians 5:25-28. Paul 


said “.,..husbands.... 


love your wives, just as Christ loved 


the church. He gave up his life for her to make her holy and 
clean, washed by the cleansing of God’s word. He did this 
to present her to himself as a glorious church without a 
spot or wrinkle or any other blemish. Instead, she will be 
holy and without fault. In the same way, husbands ought to 
love their wives as they love their own bodies. For a man 
who loves his wife actually shows love to himself”. Yes, in 
verse 22 wives are instructed to submit to their husbands 
“as to The Lord”, and in verse 21 both are admonished to 
“submit to one another out of reverence for Christ”.

She began 
experimenting with various 
ingredients to create prod- 
ucts specifically for the hair 
of African American 
women.

Troy King announces candidacy for 
Alabama’s Attorney General during 
event in Elba last Thursday morning

Troy King came home to 
Elba last Thursday, Feb. 8, 
to announce his entry into 
the Alabama _ Attorney 
General race. 

The announcement event 
was held at the National 
Security conference center. 

King served as AG for 
six years before losing a re- 
election bid. Early in his 
announcement remarks he 
said he was, “Doing it 


because I love Alabama.” 

He added that he thinks it 
is time to begin to fix what 
is wrong with this state. 

The former Attorney 
General has maintained a 
private law practice since 
leaving the AG office in 
2010. 

King signed his qualifi- 
cation papers that are 
required to.seek office and 
addressed a crowd of 
approximately 100 support- 


He was appointed 
Attorney General to an 
unexpired term in 2004 and 
then filled the office for 
four years as the elected 
AG from 2006 until 2010. 

Referring to the culture 
of corruption that has 
clouded state government 
recently, he said, “the last 
eight years have been filled 
with politicians putting 
their own interests ahead of 
ours, We watched as politi- 
cians passed a new ethics

law which they thought 
nobody would notice when 
they turned around and 
broke it.” 

Always an outspoken 
supporter of victims of 
crime, he noted he has 
attended more than 50 
parole hearings since going 
into private practice, and he 
said he has been there to 
object to the release of vio- 
lent criminals. 

“I have been there to 
stand with victims of crime 
over and over before the 
Board of Pardons and 
Paroles,” King said. “I have 
stood against the release of 
some of our state’s most 
brutal and heinous crimi- 
nals.” 

He explained that his 
campaign will focus on his 
intent to work closely with 
law enforcement officials 
to prosecute violent crimi- 
nals and to restore integrity 
and respect to the State of 
Alabama. 

“We have been the butt 
of embarrassing jokes for 
too long,” King said, “I 
think it is time for that to 
end.”

New Hope Community resident arrested 
Tuesday, Feb. 13, on federal gun charges 


Authorities arrested a New Hope 
Community resident earlier this week on 
federal gun charges. 

According to Coffee County Chief 
Deputy R.W. Whitworth, Bradley [Brad] 
Neal Eagerton, age 36, of the New Hope 
Community in Coffee County was subject 
to a vehicle search Dec. 13,2016 by Coffee 
County Narcotics Investigators and ALEA 
Investigators. He said a search of 
Eagerton’s vehicle revealed a rifle. 

“The case was forwarded to the Alabama 
Tobacco and Firearms Agency [ATF], 
which presented the case to the Federal 
Grand Jury,” Whitworth said. “Eargerton 
was indicted.” 

On Tuesday, Feb. 13, this week, Coffee 
County Investigators, ALEA Agents, 


Alabama Game and Fish and US Marshals 
served the warrant at a residence in the 
New Hope Community. A search warrant 
for that residence was obtained and more 
firearms were seized. 

Whitworth said Eagerton was arrested 
and transported to Montgomery by US 
Marshals on federal gun charges.
